The predictions were wrong. Many 
bonds, of «>urse, were redeemed, and ttieir 
yieldi went info new homes, automobiles, 
educations, and war-scare consumer goods. 
But in 1 946, $30 billion wc«rth of Series E 
bonds were still held by the public. 



Bonds are still being held by American 
citizens in record numbers, and purchases 
have steadily continued. More than 8 mil- 
lion workers, employed by 45^000 busi- 
ness firms, ere a part of the Payroll Sav- 
ings Plan. Purchases of bonds on an install- 
ment basis, sometimes for as little as $1 .25 
a week, account for 40% of the annual dol- 
lar volume on Sertes E and H bonds sales.

Series E bonds pay 3 3/4% interest wfien 
held to maturity. Investors <»n find higher 
interest-paying sources for investment, but 
the security offered by Government bonds 
is hard to match.

Sales 
are up, and redemptions are down. 

"Thrift" is somtirnes considered an old- 
fashioned word, but it is obvious that mil- 
lions of citizens still understand Its mean- 
ing.

This, he said, is because the state 
subsidy allowed county public 
school systems is based on average 
daily attendance. The figui% comes 
to about that much per day per 
pupil, he said. 

Etheridge pointed out that there 
are now aome 20,000 pupils in the 
Princess Anne system, the nimiber 
having Increased by 2,200 to 2.900 
eacb year for ttie last nine years. 

He estimated the growth in the 
county population at more than 
1,000 persons a month and noted 
that all but three of the white 
schools in the system had been 
built in the past 10 years.

Both the House and the S<>nate 
have passetl a bill enabling the 
federal government to aid de- 
pre.sst'i! areas.

There are many reasdns why an 
area may become depre.ssed, and 
these ar» crucial from the view- 
point of appraising the wisdom of 
this measure. Some of the more 
important of tfce.se reasons are: 

High labor ct».st: Thi.s can force 
up the costs of producMoh arid 
thereby increase price.s. T^e result 
Is a smaller marlcet and less need 
for the old output. This is one of 
the things which ^ has happened in 
the coal fields. To' attempt to meet 
it the mirjes'have made enormous 
Invewtment in machhies to keep 
prices at a level which enables 
them to compete with aiteraative 
.sources of fuel. , 

Unfavorable ousinese ' cftlmate: 
This may take the form of a bad 
tax syst'era, hostility on the part 
of the local government misunder- 



agement refusal to enforce the 
laws against tabor abuaeK, and sa 
on.." Where such a situation is 
found It Is to be expected tha^ 
bu«ines.s will not remain any long- 
er than neces-sary. 

Shrinking market: this may be 
pernyinent, as, for example, bvtggy 
manufacturing, or it may be tem- 
porary af« In the case of automo- 
biles and steel today. In either 
event it reduces the need for work- 
el's and hence increase!) unemploy- 
inenl in th^e industries. . 

Transportation costs: With'oom- 
petition as vigorous as it is today 
in most lines, the cost of getting a 
product to market may become a 
matter of utmost concern. The re- 
sult in many cases is that a busi- 
ness will set up units as close to 
its. market as possible, and this 
may leave many workers at the old 
site without jotjs.

Incrrased Productivity: From the 
point of View of employment, 
farming offers the best es^araple 
of thi.s. Through mechanisation, 
larger units, better fertilizer, and 
Ijetler .seeds, the increased output 
per acre has been fantastic. The| 



same process to some extntt, has 
gone on in airoost all Indu^ry. 

Foreign competition: An Increas- 
ing number of industries are find- 
ing It difficult — and some, impos- 
sible — to meet the prices of com- 
petitors from abroad. Wlierever 
this is true. It hurts empl03rment 
in this country. 

Now financial aid by the fetkral 
government will not, and can ik^ 
offset any of these reasons for an 
area becoming depressed. This do^ 
not mean that the problem is not 
^lous. Tnese unempioy«y persons 
nted Jobs, and the nation needs to 
get them back to v(ork. 

Senator Wallace F. Bennett (SR- 
Utah), after listening to exhaustive

One biff question oonfrontlni^tha

tern. A patterned wall contributes 
movement but may eventually tire 
the eye If the color and line <x>ri' 
trafiik are too strong. , 

You m«y prelN' to «•« wall 
papers for areas of transient use 
such as foyers, eorrldora, dining 
rooms, giMst bedrocKns, children's 
rooms, powder rooms, closetfl, bath- 
rooms 4nd jMaypooms.'ftipers are 
(hdught less adaptable for living 
rooms and master bedrooms. Gen- 
erally, patteroad walls are more 
sattefactory with subdued or plain 
col«l^ed floor covering and draper- 
ies, which in turn should harmon- 
ize in color with tbe paper.

Walls with many openings or 
bmks are not suite<i to a large 
pattern, if paper is desirable for 'a 
particular room, the subject or pat- 
tern should be In character with 
the use of the room, and If possible 
should h«Mp express the perwnality 
or interest of the owner. The scale 
of the pattern mtLst be congistent 
with the size of the ropm and the 
height of the Walls, Vertical lines 
accent height. Horizontal lines tend 
to low^r height. 

Light Is Inportant 

In most cases, ceilings should be 
painted a lifter tone of the color 
of the wallpaper bacliground. The 
amount and ctiaracter of natural 
light should Influence the selection 
of the generl t^ne value of the 
paper. Ll^ papers are best for 
dark rooms. 

Large or s^ng patterns often 
limit the use of pictures , of other 
wall accessories. Small pictures are 
loat In a large pattern. 

Remember also that small sam- 
ples of wallpaper often become ov- 
erpowering when repeated on large 
.surfaces. It is better to underplay 
patterns than to overdo them. 

It's not a good Idea to apply new 
paper over old. Walls are the back- 
ground for your furniture and you. 
So, plan thoroughly before select- 
ing. 

The wall finish most often used 
today in paint. In thinking about 



using this type of wall finish look 
l>efore you paint- 
There is no^ ajl-purpose paint. 
The correct type of eays upkeep 
paint must be selected fj?r sp^'clfic 
uses, ao know the j^oblem, study 
paintti, and be sure you know how 
to apply paint. 

It's a good Idea to experiment 
first with a smell piece of wood or 
fabric, or an unnotlceable spot, be- 
fore painting the entire surface. 
Paint Is the only flnLsh with which 
you cant dictate ^the exact color. 
You may need to mix, and test un- 
der various lights. Using related 
colors In adjoining rooms, not nec- 
essarily In the .sami way, or In the 
same values, helps create a feeling 
of unity while ;!tlll allowing each 
room to hod Hs individuality. Paint 
Is darker after it dries, .so here 
again, testing will help get the 
color you want. 

Very light, warm colors give a 
neutral background for furniture 
and help keep the home bright and 
cheery, even on the dark^t days. 
Woodwork and walls painted the 
same color add space to the appear- 
ance of a snriall ro<Mn. 

Once you nave decided on the 
color, study the paints and prepare 
the room, fclear away the furniture 
and remove all btk/ks from the 
shelves. Patch small cracks, sand 
or scrape all .scaling paint, remove 
all electric outets ami switch plates.

Pound cake Is "period", like milk 
glass, fat Paul Bjesm% diver tea- 
pota or Hepplewhite chairs. Its 
delicate, fine^tNilned firmness be- 
speaks the elegance of the 18th 
Century when hospitality waa an 
art — ^you might say a law — In 
America, 

About 1730 a perfect, tender cake 
was expected of the mistress of a 
fine home when guests came to 
t^ or coffee. There was no better 
evidence of good housekeeping In 
Colonial days than a light l»u>d 
with cakes. 

The traditional flavoring fta* 
pound c^kes was then, and still Is, 
ground hiace. (Mace gives a taste- 
teasing fragrance to sweet, rich 
foods. Not only Is it great in pound 
cakes and yellow cakes generally, 
but chocolate dishes are even bet- 
ter for a plndi of this exotic spice. 
When the cherry pie season com«s 
along, remember that a little mace 
gives cherries a famous flavor. 

Just in case you've never known, 
mace and nutmeg are products of 
the same tropical evergreen tree, 
native to the (Molucca Is^nds, In- 
donesia and to Grenada in the West 
Indies. This tree htAn a peach- 
like fruit wltti a seed which is nut- 
meg. Around this seed is a la<y 
web. The lace is mace. 

Nutmeg has a sw^t, warm flavor 
with a spicy undertoiie. It's delight- 
ful in puddings; saucee; baked 
goods, particularly doughuta;, bev- 
erages, Fueh as fll|», punches and 
eggn<^. 

But. to return to our pound 
oakes: Here are three helrloom- 
tvpe pound cakes recipes from the 
test kitchens of the American Spice 
Trade Association. Spiced Pound 
Gake and Georgia Pound Cake are 
made without leavening, five or 
six eggs, beaten into the butter 
sugar mixture one by one, hold in 
the air which lusty beating works 
into the batter. 

Spiced Lemon Pound Cake uses 
double-acting baking powder as 
well as eggs, so has a texture a 
bit more like that of a butter cake. 

Potmd Cakes are so good and 
rich flhat frosting isn't r^Uy 
needed. In this matter, however, 
you'll want to please your family. 
A butter frosting containing a lit- 
tle maoe makes the rich richer and 
more luscious.

Graze one cuttii^ of 
alfalfa and orchard grass. Us* re- 
serve pasture, or plant to harvest 
excess tall gra.ss and ladtno ©r oth- 
er psture In early May for sjlage, 
and then i£se this pasture for graz- 
ing the rest of the season. Use ro- 
tational grazing for all tall grass 
.and ladlno clover p^tures.

Every spring and 1^11, bot-shot 
see<l peddlers come out of hiding 
and try to dupe some farmers and 
suburbanites into buying {)oor 
quality .seed, or seed of unadapted 
varieties. TTiey reinforce their sales 
talk wtlth pretty pictures or yields 
records to show how many bushels 
or tons per acre their seed will 
pleld, or how their seed will turn 
your front lawn Into a green paa- 
dise. 

The joker In the deck is that 
these phony peddlers tell the truth 
— but not the whole truth. They 
forget to tell you the ftelds were 
irrigated, or that the yields were 
produced entirely different condi- 
tions than thoke In Virginia. Or 
perhaps that the beairtiful lawn 
had a full-time gardener to take 
care of it.

LIMBER TRBAI^HSNT CAUSES 
GREENHOUSE 1%eVBLIi» 

Some wood preservatives may 
do a |^>od job of protecting lum- 
ber — ^but If that lumber is sirtise- 
quently used In greenhouses 
trouble may et^ue. 
* Complaints— have--ljewr~fwelved 
ISlely from growers about what 
wa.s kilting seedling plants in new- 
ly constructed plastic greenhouscB. 

Investigation pointed to the 
cause of trouble as a wood pre- 
servative containing pentachloro- 
phenol. The treated lumber had 
been u.sed to frame the greenlftiuse. 
The wood preservative Is excellent 
for termite control a?id preventing 
wood decay, but it Is also a .strong 
plant killer, and can play havoc 
with peppers, petunles, eggplants, 
and tomatoe.s. 

In VPi Circular 760, "Plastic 
Greenhouses", available from my 
office, a 2 percent copper napthen- 
iite Is recommended for treating 
the framing material. The treat- 
ment does not injure plants l>elng 
grown In the greenhouse and Is 
therefore more satisfactory than 
penthacblorophenol. 

PLANT GROWING TROl^l» 
CA.\ BK BY-PASSKD 

iMaily troubles which plague 
plant growers can be by-passed. 

For instance, poor plant groWth. 
in greenhouses dften is a sign of 
fertlliaer starvation. But sometimes 
too much fertilizer may be applied 
causing a soil condition referred 
to as soluble salt injury to plants. 
Nitrogen and potassium are the 
two main culprits. Growers who 
fail to measure the amount of fer- 
tilizer, relying instead on a gener- 
ous hand or large container," rath- 
er than planning how much to 
apply and weighing out the ma- 
terial, can expect trouble. If a 
soluble salt Injury is suspected, the 
ortly w4y 'you can cure the situa- 
tion is tO"8oak the soil thoroughly 
and wait for alwut 20 to 30 minutes 
arid soak again, so the water flows 
freely from the bottom of the seed 
or plant container.

GARBAGE IS A NAST 



EVERY DAY, in every American town from Maine to CaUfornia, 
household lefuse is accumototing at a rate (4 about IVa 
pounds per inhabitant for each 24-hour period. The housewife 
gets rid of garbage and rubUsh by putting it outside to be pidud 
up. After that, it's a community proMon. For a cmnmunity of 
say 30,000 population, something like 34 tons of tttm p& day 
(aside from sewage) must be collected and disposed of one way 
or another. It does not just disappear. You—your community- 
must take it away and put it somewhere. Where? Thafs the prob- 
lem, and it's one that isnt easily answered. 

In tern» of modem refuse-disposal methods, there are just 
two things to do with it. It can be buried, or it can be partial^ 
burned and the ashes can be buried afterward with the non- 
ccnnbustible rubbish. 

Each of these methods has advantages and disadvantages. 

Burying everything is cheaper in current operating cost, if 
enough land is available. This method— known to today's sani- 
tary engineers as sanittuy kmdfUl—ttqvdTes about one acre of 
land per year for each 10,000 populatkm. Operating costs are 
in the nei^borhood of $1 per ton, though higher if the haul to 
the disposal pinnt average much dVer 6 to 8 mihs. 

Landfills fall into two general classificati(»is-— area landfills, 
using more or less flat land, and depression landfills which use 
natural or man-made depression or irregularis^ in the terrain. 
In area landfills, the usual method is tocut a deep trench in which 
the refuse is deposited and progressively covered witii eardi {tbt 
-proportion of 6 feet of refuse covered by 2 fe^ of earth, as used 
at Hopkins, Minn., is a normal one). Parallel ti^nches are 
opened as the work proceeds. The refine, when dumped, is com- 
pacted by heavy crawler-type tractors which reduce the bulk to 
as little as 25% of the or^nal volume. 

With proper contnd, landfills produce none of the nuisance 
problems associated with the okl-fashioned open dumps. They 
do not breed rats, for example (no rat has ever been known to 
burrow through earth for more than 12 in^es to get at food), 
and the compacted and treated refuse does jnot catch fire from 
spontaneous combustion and make the wh<de neighboriiood

tow, fUt torain and occasional hurricane-force winds, and now 
producing a $37,000 annual saving by centralizing the opera- 
tions of sanitation-department equipment and personnel. And in 
Boston, the iinnnerator provides all heat for the City Ho^tal— 
annual savings, $1 15,000. 

Each ^Hnmunity or group of communities has this refuse 
problem to think about— now and for the future. Landfill sites 
will be more expensive and more costly to reach under exploding 
pqnilation pressures. It may not always be easy to induce town 
fadiers to find nK>ney for incinerators or to agree to locate one 
conveniently— even thougli good ones don't smell, the daily 
parade of rdfuse trucks is no joy to the neighbors. You can, of 
course, fall back on old-fashioned methods. You can feed gar- 
bage to }K>gi, but you have to cook it or you can't sell the pork. 
You can just use the good okl-fashioned dump, if you can stand 
the smell, the eyesore, and die rats. One community in Delaware 
County, Pennsylvania, estimates 100.000 rats, fat ones, 06 its 
town dump and is frantically trying to get rid of them because, 
m this case, the rat population is outgrowing the daily food sup- 
{dy jMovided by the dump and is spreading all over town. The 
simple sdution applied by the foOcs of Ketchikan, Alaska— they 
ju^ dump the rdfuse on the beach and push it into the sea — isn't 
unhrersaOy acceptable; New York and Oakland, California, used 
to haul garbage out to sea and dump it 20 to SO mites offshore, 
but the results along the beaches caused the practice to be con- 
demned finally as a health hazard. 

TJHA'TiiB SMiUX COMMUNFTY and even for many big ones, 
•i^ there's litde doubt that sanitary landfill is the most attractive 
and inexpensive means of garbage disposal provided that enough 
fill area can be assured for the years to come. 

But (A one thing you can be sure: whether you bum or bury 
or just try to forget die wl»^ problem and hold your nose when 
you pass die town dump, diose IVa pounds per person per day 
are going to go on ^ling up— now and in all the years to come.

-Deifflrtment of Labor's 
Wage and Hour and PuUlc Con- 
tracts Divisions today reminded 
employers, teefe-agers and their 
parents that the Fair Labor Stand- 
ards Act restricts certain jdbs for 
youngsters under 18. 

"With the increase in the coun- 
try's teen-age population," he said, 
"more youn^ters than ever be- 
fore will be competing for sunwner- 
thne employment In a tight joto 
market. It is Important that they 
understand the provisions of the^ 
Federal child-labor larw." 

The Act sets a 16-year minimum 
age for general employment and 
an 18-ye«r-age minlmiim for Jobs 
which have been declared hazard- 
ous by the Secretary of Labor. It 
applies to employment in Inter- 
state conuneree or in the produc- 
tion of go^s^pr such c^flMree« 

Meloan said that the best way 
for Employers to protect them- 
selves ai^lnst unintentionally fir- 
ing an underage child is to require 
an age certificate showing that the 
young worker is jold, enough for 
the job. It will serve as proof of 
age for purposes- of the law. 

"Each State ateo has its own 
child-labor laws, " Meloan added, 
"and If the State and Federal laws 
differ, the higher standards should 
prevail."

It may not s#em |K}ssibte that 
within the next d«oiide the anwunt 
of communication between elec- 
tronic business machines in dif- 
ferent, cities will be as large as 
telephone communications be- 
tween people. 

The new telephone service for 
this electronic business machine 
era is called Data-Phone. This serv- 
ice enables many types of ma- 
chines, including punrti card and 
tape equipment, to "taft," to each 
other over regular telephone Hn^s. 

Where plants, warehouiies, 
bmnche« o^ offices are located In 
different cities and states, there Is 
increasing need for a quick, e<»- 
nomlcal way to transmit payroll, 
InventtMfy, billing and oth«r ikita 
from place to place. 

In serving. this cpmmunlcatlon 
need, the ^11 Syswm ^as come 
up with thte new and extremely 
flexible Data'Phone service. 

At the present time, there are 
seven bumnens firms in Virginia 
using Data-Phone, some connected 
on a nationwide basis while oth- 
ers are on a local basis. 

According to L. P. Patrick, 
•Manager of the local C&P office, 
the great advantage of Data-Phone 
is that business data goes the same 
telephone fihes that are used tot 
telephone conversation. 

The Data-Phone .sets link cus- 
tomer's business machines — hand- 
ling paper tape, magnetic tape, or 
punch cards — to r^ulate tele- 
phone lines at speeds up tp 1600 
words a minute. 

Patrick said that customers are 
charged aoxirding to the time of 
call at the same rate as chatted 
for a voice conversation. 

Machines "talking" or even 
"wMting" to each other is growing 
'rapidly. It is expected, by the end 
of this year, that Data-Phone in- 
stallations throughout the country 
will be close to 10.000. By 1965, 
the Bell System estimates up to 
200.000 Iteu^Phone sets will be 
aiding business customers. 

'^Oata-iPhone services, because Of 
use of r^ular phone facilities, of- 
fer the possibility of greatly ex- 
panding the entire field of data, 
processing.' said Patrick. "It will 
bring about drastic reductions in 
the mountainous array of paper 
work now, plaguing builneas." 

The first salute to the Stars and 
Stripes by a foreign power was 
rendered on Feb. 14, 1778, by the 
French FTeet when the UHS Ran- 
ger ctunmtanded by John ftiul 
Jones anchored at Brest, France.

Dairymen to<tey must get higher 
forafe' yields per acre to stay in 
business, says W. S. Griffith, dairy 
specialist at VPI. 

He says Increasing land prices 
are forcing dairymen to Kjueese 
all the production possible out of 
everv acre on his farm, 

Griffith e'itas Illinois res^irch 
which shows that cows fed green 
chopped fdr^e or silage In a dry* 
lot make an puch milk as cows oir 
excellent pasture. As long as the 
forage Is of good quality and there 
Is plenty of It, the source makes 
little dftfererwe to the cows.

He believes thiey are Justlflad 
if the forage crc^ yields In a 
stored feeding program are hi^ 
enough to more than pay for the 
cost of the extra equipment and 
labm*. 

When less hmd Is needed for 
pa^uri> for the herd, more land 
will be available to grow hi^ 
yleding crof» such as corn silage- 
There are two reasons why fewer 
acres are needed to grow rou^- 
age for cows under the stored 
feeding plan for gmzing or grMn 
chop. First, a higher " percenUfp 
of corn sitoge Is fed, and secondly, 
the grass-legume forage is twr- 
vested at a more desirable stage 
of development for nmxtmum food 
value yield, 

Illinois farms that were using 
stored feeding fed twk* as much 
corn silage as the other farms. 
Stored feediiUT hards needed 
e/lOths acres less per cow to pro- 
duce forage than did the grazing 
herds. In a herd of 49 cows. abou4 
29 more acres would be required 
to provide forage und«r continu- 
ous gittfing than under .^ored 
feeding. 

Says Griffith, "Vlit^nia dairy- 
men are thinking more about 
stored feeding because new silage 
handling et^ipmmt reduces labor, 
cow^ are nnirfoy at all times, tuA\ 
crop can be harvested and stored 
at peak of quality, and com sllafe 
use can be increased." 

He alsoi notes that with stored 
feeding bloat danger is reduced, 
less fencing Is needed, cattle are 
always dam to the water supply, 
harveating equipment and labor 
are used only a few days each 
year, and the quality If the forage 
fed Is more uniform throughout 
the year.

VETERANS 

A law which is widely misunder- 
stood now allows nrast retired vet 
erans to qualify for medical out- 
patient treatment from the Veter- 
ans Administration on the same 
ba.<<ls as discharged veterans. At 
one time retii-ed veterans had to 
waive part of their retired pay and 
take VA compen.«iatlon Imrtead, in 
order to receive VA outpatient 
treatment. Tnls waiver is no long- 
er required. The two classes of re- 
tired veterans benefiting by Ae 
change are: 

1. Perscins retired from active 
service who recjulre medical care 
for a di.'-'ability Incurred during a 
period of war. 

2. Per.sons retired for disability 
needing treatment for the disabil- 
ity for which i"etired, or for any 
other service incurred or aggra- 
vated disab4iity. 

Veterans retired for length of 
service are entitled to outpatient 
caf-e for service-connected war dis- 
abilities; but for treatment for 
disabilities incurred in peeGetime 
they must atill waive a portion of 
their retired pay and take VA (»m- 
pensation.

Famed Young Oflficer's Death 
Is First in Union Forces 

ALEXANDRIA. Va— May 24-CoL Elmer Ephraim Ellsworth, 
commanding the famed Fire Zouaves, was shot to death today after 
Union forces streamed into AlejUndria. , 

EUsworth was slain by a hoftel 



keeper. James V?. Jackson, owner 
of the Marshall House, after the 
colorful Union offker removed the 
Confederate flag from the roof 
of the building. 

The death of EUsworth, a pro- 
tege of President Lincoln, was 
the first of a Union omcer since 
the beginning of hostilities. 

His slayer was killed instantly 
by Corp. Frank Brownell, who 
was with EUsworth when Jack- 
son hurled himself at theiji in the 
stairway of the hotel 

• • ■ 

ACCORDING to Brownell, Jack- 
son jumped out of nowhere, shot- 
gun in hand, and emptied it into 
Ellsworth's breast. 

BrowneU «|)d he shot Jack- 

MB at once. 

Ironically, Ellsworth's deatti 
came after the city he was sup- 
posed to capture had been evacu- 
ated by Confederate troops. 

|niantry, cavalry and engineer 
forces had crossed the Potomac to 
advance on Alexandria, as part of 
a move to defend the hills <m the 
approaches to Washington. 

EUsworth's unit floated down by 
boat and landed— only to find the 
500-man Confederate defense force 
had evacuated.

He had won the city, bat lost hif 
life for a flag. 

Plans were befaig made to ship 
EUsworth's *ody to Mechanics- 
burg, N.Y., the home of his par- 
ents, for burial.

ELLSWORTH was the most 
widely-known young officer in the 
Union Army. 

He was a pet (rf fOTmer 

President Bucaanan as well 

■s of President Llncotai. 

Dynamic, sharp-tongued, flashy 
and hard as nails, the young c<J- 
onel had crowded decades of Uv- 
ing into his 24-years. 

His association with Mr. Lincoln 
began in Springfield, when Mr. 
Lincoln was practicing law there. 
At Mr. Lincoln's request, EUs- 
worth went to the lUinois capital 
from Chicago, where he had been 
working as an office clerk. He 
headquartered himself in the Lln- 
coln-Herndon law office and 
stumped the state for his patron. 

EVEN in his youthful Chicago 



days, EUsworth made a marked 
impression on mlUtary leaders 
throughout the land. 

He had taken over a nan-down 
cadet company, put steel in their 
backs, and developed a remark* 
ably weU-knit outftt — the EUs- 
worth Zouaves — that toured miU- 
tary instaUations, including West 
Point, to demonstrate perfection 
in close-order drill. 

Col. EUsworth was charged with 
the over-aU safety of the Lincoln 
entourage when it left Springfield 
for Washingttm Feb. 11.

liater these fragments fell Into 
the hands <rf C. J. Rich, the British 
Resident at Baghdad. He In turn 
published a report on them, a re. 
port which Interested the man who 
was to become tiie founder of As- 
syrian archaeology. 

Tills man wag Sir A. H. Layard 
wiw found the site of Nlnevrt jn 
l»41-4.5. From that time on the in- 
teresl in this ancient civilization 
has lieen Inten.se, but the enorm- 
ous sisse of many of the finds has 
made their distribution to the mu- 
seums of the Western world dif- 
ficult. 

The al*ast«r' palace relief (88,5- 
mi BJC.) at the Virginia Museum 
of Pine Arts i» one of the rare ex- 
amples of -Assyrian ieulpture 4n 
tsila couotrir. «^ra», As^riaiM were 
.supreme in the field of relief 
sculpture, far surpassing their 



rivals thi Babylonians who, in 
turn, seem to have surpassed the 
Assyrians In language and law. 

The earliest known Assyrian re- 
liefs were found In the palace of 
Ashur-na.sii-pal U, who reigned 
from 883-J»8 B.C. and whose pal- 
ace was in Nimrud. south of Nine- 
veh. Since thrae dates, are almost 
the same as those of the Museum's 
relief. It Is clear that this relief 
is from one of the earliest periods 
to be recortied. 

But Is 1b also clear that very 
great ability In handling low. re- 
lief had been developed by this 
time, and even a certain sophisti- 
cation m&y be discerned hi t*»« 
winged and rather ijenign figure 
ot be seen In Wehmond. 

Although the Assyrian lyliglon 
wa.s based on magic, astrology atnd 
demonology these qualities do not 
seem to have entereil into the con 
cept of the i^Uef to amy great de- 
gree. Nevertheless there Is ah 
aura of unsolved mystery and of 
unknown mysteries about this 
splendid i*eHef created"iSe le'hg' ago 
by the sculptors of the A.s,syrJan 
court.

PROTECT POULTRY 
PROM HOT WEATHRR 

Hot summer weather Is yet to 
come but owners oi layltjg hens 
should be preparing to protect 
their birds from its effects. 

tdying house temperatures from 
K to T5 degrees wem Ideal for 
hens. At these tempratures the 
body temperature Is likely to be 
106.3* and hens have no difficulty 
regulating' body temperature at 
this level. 

Hens start to pant at 85'. This Is 
a marked increase In the- resplra' 
tion rate to get rid of more heat. 

When relative humidity Is all so 
high, the hen can no longer irapor- 
ize enough water to keep her body 
temperature from rising. 

If th temperature in the liouse 
goes to 100° and the humidity is 
high, the body temperature of the 
hen niav raise to 112" or even 
higher. If It remains at 112' dr 
higher for any length of time, the 
birds will die. 

Hens begin to show signs of 
stress at about 85°. Egg size de- 
creases, eg|f shells become thinner 
and production falls. Death loases 
from heat prostration are often 
severe In period of h^fii Inunldity 
and warm 90* or better tempera- 
tures. Losses also mount In dry 
periods when maximum daily 
temperatures range from 10.5' ta 
110*. 

Hens need plenty of drinking 
water and they may need more 
than twice as much water when 
the house is at 90 degrees as when 
it is at 70 degreps. 

Losses can be reduced by inter- 
mittent spraying of the hens in 
the Inside of the houses. Fine mist 
sprayers or foggers help In hot, 
dry periods. About one gallons of 
water per hour for each fogger 
produces a fine mist that promotes 
exaporatlve cooling. As the last 
resort when humidity is high, cold 
water can be used to lower the 
body tehiperature toy contact. 

Sudden heat waves, espclally in 
early summer, are likely to be 
harder on the flock and can often 
cause .^eath or Severe drop In e^ 
production than the same tempera- 
ture later in the sununer. 

Laying-house temperatures can 
be kept at more .comfortable 
ranges by insulating -the ceiling, 
by using roofs that reflect the 
heat. Installing ventilation open- 



ly at the level of <he floor and 
using fans to create more air move- 
imnt. 'Sprinkling Uie roots la often 

desirable. 

Growing gntn vegetsUon 
around * the 4»itslde of the main 
housie may help keep the .house 
Qooler. Do nbt let this vegetation 
grow tall enough to stop air move- 
ment .through the floor level ven- 
tilation openittgs. 

If the roof Ig.nol the type that 
rfflecta heat, painting It while or 
spraying it with whitewash m»,y 
reduce the inside temperature by 
ten degrees or even mop*. During 
hot spells provide more watering 
space and make the water easier 
to.get to. 

Encourage the birds to eat more. 
All-night lights may be desirable 
to make feeding possible In the 
cooler part of the-^lght. In some 
cases lights <from 2:3u or 3K)0 ajn. 
until natural daylight may be 
enough. 

Deep litter on concrete floors 
can be removed so hens can get 
down to the concrete. Tlie con- 
crete may be trbm 10 to 16 de- 
grees cooler than the air tempera- 
tures, when the house tempera- 
tures are from' 90 ot % degrees.

A malady known as damplngK^ 
often causes trouble for gardleners 
who grow their own plants at 
home In plastic gneenlH>uses or 
hotbeds. If you use soil that has 
grown vegetable plants before. It 
will a^ravate the trouble. Such 
soil should not be used In hotbeds 
or greenhouses unless It is first 
sterilised. Soil from the field 
where vegetables have not t>een 
grown for several years is always 
nHich safer to use. 

Other practices which will help 
include using light, well-drained 
soil, free of the damplng-off or- 
ganism, controlling ntolsture, light 
and humidity, and using ^ soil 
drenches. ' 

(After the flat i» seeded. «^te| 
the soil as little as possible for 
good growth until after the seed- 
ling^ have hardened off and are 
beyond the danger stage. Damping- 
off becomes troublesome when 
young plants and soil ai-e overwa- 
tered or shaded too much and al- 
lowed to stay wet for a long pe^ 
iod of time. 

Nor 8lu>uld you ^ rowd plants in 
the flat or allow wide variations 
in the house temperature. Keep 
the relative faumidUy as k>w as 
possible by opMJlng ventilators 
and water plants only in the morn- 
ing of a sunny day. 

A drenching trMtment with a 
fungicide, 'such as captan. zineb 
or ferbam will help, but wiU not 
guarantee complete control of 
damplng-off ^unless soil is steriliz- 
ed tMfore the seed are planted.
